something wrong, why not an effort 
to focus attention on the good q u a l­ 
i tie s 'o f our adm inistrators, our

tizens, our professions, our institu­ 
tions and our industries? 
The most useful patriotism is o p ­ 
timism— not senseless but 
sensible 
optimism. Anyone can be optimistic 
by thoughtfully summing up the a d ­

them with conditions of twenty, even 
ten years ago. 
The person who complains should 
oe ashamed because there is so much 
about us so much better than ever 
before in the experience of 
man, 
that the plea of the fault-finder
